gift. 


Taking the nation as a whole, 


only about one person of every 
three over 65 is drawing an old 
age pension.

TOKYO, June 8— (IP)—Relations 
with Great Britain have been ag- 
gravated "almost to the breaking 
point" by the increasing number of 
incidents in China, a government 
Informant asserted today. 


A spokesman for the admiralty 
declared at the same time a "calm 
attitude" 
must bo preserved 
if

repercus- 
sions" are to be avoided. 
Newspapers charged Britain "Is 
seemingly endeavoring to> Intimi- 
date Japan," that she Is adopting 
a stronger attitude in tho belief the 
United States will back her and 
because she fears the resistance by 
Generalissimo Chiang Kai-Shek is 
weakening 
before 
tho Japanese 
military in China. 


The latest of the. Incidents creat- 
ing the present situation was re- 
ported last night by Domel, the 
Japanese news agency, which de- 
clared a. foreign warship,. "appar- 
ently a British cruiser," fired upon 
a Japanese air transport east of 
Hongkong.

Death of a British cotton mill 
employe at Shanghai of wounda 
sustained In a fight with Japanese 
marines who entered the mill to 
stop a fight between working em- 
ployes and strikers. 
Arrest by Japanese army men at

Col. G. R. Spear, military at- 
tache, and Lieut. John Cooper. 
Spear is charged with seeking In- 
formation 
on Japanese military 
operations In a restricted area. 
Cooper went to look for him May 
28, two days after the first arrest 
was reported. 
Refusal by the British consulate 
at Tientsin to surrender from the 
International Settlement four Chi- 
nese wanted by the Japanese as 
suspects in the slaying of a Tient- 
sin official.

from both sides of the border join- 
ed in a "hail and farewell." 


Sir Ronald presented Mr and 


Mrs. Hull to the royal visitors. 


Both couples acknowledged the 


presentation with smiles and chat- 
ted for approximately five min- 
utes.

Roosevelt waiting beside a 


lustrous mahogany table. 


From tho presidential suite, the 


king with President Roosevelt on 
his left walked out onto the blue- 
carpet leading to waiting automo- 
biles. 
.Directly behind his majesty walk- 


ed Mrs. Roosevelt and to her left 
behind the chief executive was the 
queen. 
As they reached a spot midway 


down tho carpet, tho marine band 
struck up "God Save the King." 
The king In admiral's uniform of 
blue and gold raised his right hand 
and stood In salute. 


There was a brief pause, then 


the martial music of the 
"Star 


Bungled Banner." Again the king 
raised his right hand in solemn 
Haluto and so stood to the playing 
of the national anthem.

Christian living. Only God knows 
the greatness of the life and work 
of the churches.

ship Is for our real "good society." 
As It Used To Be, 


Sometimes the glamor of dis- 


tance leads us to attribute per- 
fection to the Church of long ago. 
Not so; as our 
Lesson 
clearly 


shows. Those very first churches, 
of apostolic days, suffered 
the 


same handicaps as many congre- 
gations of today. Paul 
had 
to 


write sternly to some of his be- 
loved flocks. They tended to break 
up Into factions, and 
to 
follow 


ambitious leaders. 
The 
"holier- 


than-thou" element made trouble, 
as, paradoxically, It usually does. 


Then there was that 
familiar 


figure, the "church boss," the man 
who denrly loved the premlnence. 
Of all the thorns In the flesh that 
afflict pastors, the "leading lay- 
man"—usually rich—who wants to 
run things, is probably the worst. 
I once heard a wealthy Methodist 
layman talking so arrogantly to 
n bishop that I wondered why the 
bishop, a husky militant, did not 
physically throw him out of the 
door. What a surprise It will be to 
these wilful little "church bosses" 
when they find the obscure place 
that will be theirs In the Church 
Triumphant—If they are admitted 
at all. 


Church factions can show more 


of the spirit of Satan than should 
ever be admitted to a Christian 
community. A church row Is usu- 
ally the meanest sort of quarrel. 
Yet even In Corinth, and In others 
of the churches founded by Paul, 
there were cantankerous 
Chris- 
tians, even as we have them to- 
day. 
Evidently 
the 
perfection- 


seeking churoh will not realize its 
aim until it joints "the general 
assembly of the church of the first 
born." So we must be patient with 
ourselves and with our brethren. 


Union or Unity? 


All Christendom rejoices in the 
great reunion of American Meth- 
odism. It Is a mighty triumph for 
the Christian spirit of this age. 
Nevertheless, even In the case of 
this merger, there are dissidents 
and Irreconcllables. 
But - Paul's 


plea for peace and concord to his 
churches is prevailing. As Jesus 
Christ Is exalted, all lesser leaders 
and Issues sink Into unimportance. 
Paul tpok tha wise way, which 


Is forever the way of unity; and 
unity Is more 
important 
than 


union. He magnified the Master. 
By recalling the disciples to' their 
love for Jesus, their only Lord and 
Saviour, he drew them Into closer 
bonds of fellowship. Over 
doc- 


trines and rituals and forms 
of 


government, Christians may argue 
and disagree. But when they talk 
MORE 
oE.. MORE 


about Him In Whom they have be- 
lieved, their hearts are drawn to- 
gether In unity. In all churches— 
Protestant, Catholic; Greek 
and 


what 
not—we 
find 
multitudes 


whose hearts are warm toward the 
Saviour; and with them we have 
true, fellowship. As 
Christians 


draw closer to Christ, they 
find 


themselves In complete union with 
one another. 


Still, the church Is more than a 


like-minded crowd following Je- 
sus. It Is an organization, Divine- 
ly established. It must have order 
and discipline. Paul held the rod 
of authority up before those mis- 
behaving 
Corinthian 
Christians. 


Laxness In discipline is one of the 
real 
weaknesses 
of 
modern 


churches. The price of 
spiritual 


obedience and . conformity should 
be exacted of all who claim the 
priceless boon of church member- 
ship. 


Our Lesson text's closing words 


are a fitting climax: "Now we ex- 
hort you, brethren, 
warn 
them 
that are unruly, comfort the feeble- 
minded, support tha weak, be pa- 
tient toward all men. See that 
none render evil for evil unto any 
nan; but ever follow that, which 
|S good, both among yourselves, 
und to all men."

DEATH OF BRITISH 


CITIZEN AS RESULT 
ATTACK BY JAPANESE 


SHANGHAI, Juno 
7.—(ffj—Tho 
death of a British citizen of in- 
juries inflicted by Japanese ma- 
rines created a serious situation 
today. 
Japanese charged the English- 
man, R. M. Tinkler, who formerly 
was Inspector of municipal police 
here, fired upon a Japanese officer 
and threatened his men when they 
entered a British cotton mill In 
the Pootung district to stop 
n 


fight between strikers and non- 
strikers. 


"This case Is not a mere Issue 
Involving pointing a gun by a 
Briton at a Japanese," a Japanese 
embassy spokesman declared. 
"It 
Involves lawlessness towards 
a 
Japanese officer In uniform. That 
Japanese marine*, should have dis- 
armed Tinkler *nd -manhandled 
him Is expectable* under the cir- 
cumstances. 


British privately charged 
the 
Japansso mlsropresenled the facts. 
British officials made no state- 
ment but were investigating. 


Adding to British 
resentment 
was the fact-Tinkler was taken to 
the Shanghai General Hospital In 
Japanese - dominated 
Hongkew, 
rather than to a hospital in the 
International Settlement. 
Two Japanese naval and two 
German surgeons operated Upon 
him while Japanese sentries stood 
guard. 
He died within 
a few 
hours of head wounds—Japanese 
said he was struck on the head by 
a rifle butt—three stab wounds In 
the abdomen and a foot Injury. 
The incident was one of several 


In recent weeks that have created 
considerable 
tension. 
Japanese 
naval forces recently landed at a 
Pootung dock where British were 
policing a struck cotton 
mill, 
whereupon the British withdrew. 
The British held they first asked 
Japanese to police the plant but 
that this was not done. 
(Another Incident Is the deten- 


tion by Japanese at Kalgan of 
Lieut. Col. G, R. Spear, military 
attache to the British embassy, 
and Lieut. John Cooper. Domei, 
Japanese news agency, In a Kal- 
gan dispatch declared Spear had 
collected 
military 
Information 


which he planned to relay to his 
superiors 
through Chinese com- 
munist army wireless communica- 
tions. Cooper "smuggled himself" 
Insfde the Japanese lines without 
informing his army, Domel said, 
adding that Investigation contin- 
ned.)

The state charged Salazar, a 
cotton picker, shot and beat Ken- 
nedy, took tho Kennedy automo- 
bile and forced Wilma, a 16-year 
old daughter of Kennedy to ac- 
company him to Travis county 
where he was captured. 
Kennedy and his wife were both 
found mortally wounded. 
Judge Harry N. Graves of tho 
appellate court said in an opinion 
all evidence was completely cir- 
cumstantial but showed tho "ap- 
pellant's guilty participation 
In 
creating out of the country homo 
a veritable shambles of death." 
Reviewing the trial proceedings, 
held In Nolan county, the court 
rejected all exceptions taken by 
Salazar's lawyers. 
Judge Graves added: 
"The verdict, of course, Is a se- 
vere one, but a merited one, so 
the jury said, and in the presence 
of what we deem to have been a 
fair trial, It docs not be within 
our province to gainsay the state- 
ment us found within tho ver- 
dict."

SADLER SUGGESTS 
DARRING TRUCKS ON 


HIGHWAYSjUNDAYS 


MEMBERS RAILROAD COM- 
MISSION BELIEVES WOULD 


CURB FATALITIES 


AUSTIN, June 8.—<#•>—Barring 


large trucks from Texas highways 
on Sundays and holidays was sug- 
gested by Jerry Sadler, member of 
ho railroad commission, as a means 
of curbing crash fatalities. 
Sadler expressed belief the com- 
mission should pass regulations re- 
stricting truck traffic because of 
the large number of commercial 
vehicles Involved In fatal wrecks 
and collision* 
"On theae days, large trucks 


would be prohibited from use of 
the highways from 0 a. m. to 9 
p. m.," the 
commissioner said. 
"However, it would bo necessary 
to grant exceptions for trucks 
transporting 
livestock, 
milk 
or 
cream, fresh vegetables, fresh fish, 
Ice cream and bakery goods. Other 
exceptions could bo granted wher- 
ever necessary to meet various 
emergencies." 
' 
Sadler aald such an order would 
not be designed to hamper hauling 
or trade, 
Its 
purpose being to 
"bring the trucking business into 
closer cooperation with current saf- 
ety programs being fostered by 
various state and civic groups." 
" "The trucking business," he de- 
clared, "has already made improve- 
ments toward safo operation, and 
this would be simply another step 
toward furthering the program. 
"Last year's tabulations reveal 
that trucks wore involved in 1,880 
accidents, 
in 
which 287 persons 


were killed and 1,493 were injur- 
ed. Reports from tho Department 
of Public Safety from January 1 
through March 31, 1939, show 37 ac- 
cidents with 38 persons killed. 
"An 
unreasonable 
number of 
these accidents occur on tho week- 
end and on holidays, and by re- 
stricting truck 
traffic on these 
days we can go a long way in mak- 
ing our highways safer. 
The commlaaioner said a number 


of trucking companies had endors- 
ed the plan.

The Georgia Legislature 


das recently enacted a libel 
law which should interest 
newspapers all

country. 


The new law protects 


publishers from unjust li- 
3el action. It requires first 
:hat nb one may bring suit 
for- libel until he has serv- 
ed written notice on the 
publisher that he intends 
;o do so. The notice must 
state clearly what the al- 
leged libel was and give 
the true facts of the case. 


The publisher then de- 


cides whether to print a 
correction. If he does ao, 
the supposed victim may 
go ahead with a suit, 'but 
he can then ask for only 
such amounts as he can 
prove, in court that he has 
actually lost. 
He 
cannot 


ask for an exorbitant sum 
in the hope of having a 
settlement out of court for 
a few hundred dollars. 


The purpose is to do 


away with the suit which 
is b r o u g h t 
on 
slight 


grounds, in the hope of 
making trouble or getting 
a little money from a pub- 
lisher who doesn't want, or 
can't afford, to spend a 
large sum fighting the case.

Speaking at unveiling ceremonies 
in the capitol, rotunda, the gov- 
ernor told an assembly of Rogers' 
friends and family he was present- 
ing for the nation's statuary hall a 
bronze likeness of '(America's best 
known and most revered private 
citizen, our unofficial ambassador 
of good will to the world."

The great and small of the capi- 
tal paid eloquent tribute today to 
Will Rogers—a man who endeared

Midway 
between 
the 
marble 


llkeneseea of George Washington 
and Alexander Hamilton in

the cowboy-humorist unveiled a 
striking bronze statue executed by. 
Jo Davidson. 


The statue shows Rogers in one 


of his characteristic poses—hands 
in his pockets and his eyes squint- 
ing. His tie Is hanging from his 
collar, 
and 
his 
double-breasted 
coat if fastened on the lowest but- 
ton. 


The ceremony came 22 years 


after Oklahoma's first nominee to 
statuary 
hall—Sequoyah—w a s 


presented to the federal govern- 
ment. Sequoyah was a Cherokee 
Indian, and Rogers was one-fourth 
Cherokee—the only thing in his 
life of which he seriously boasted. 
Oklahoma 
thus 
becomes 
the 


first state to have statues in the 
capitol of two men whose blood 
was that of the original Americans. 
Mrs. Rogers, widow of the hum- 
orest, and other members of hia 
family came here for thn unveil- 
ing.

of the Duchess of Kent. 


Ledwedge Vincent Lawlor, de- 


scribed as a welder's assistant, 
was charged after all night ques- 
tioning at a police station. 


In formal language, the charge 


read "that he did on Juno 5, 
at Belgrave Square (residence of 
the Duchess) have In his posses- 
sion a firearm and ammunition 
with Intent by means thereof to 
endanger life or cause serious in- 
jury to property contrary to the 
firearms act of 1937."

The officer offered In evidence 
a shotgun, its barrel sawed off at 
about 12 inches.

The 
witness added that Lawlor ac- 
knowledged having had the wea- 
pon in Belgrave Square. 


The Duchess was not aware 


of exactly what happened until 
her return from the movie last 
night.

2. It Is a good program because 
it has a broad base and through 
the broad base will make everyone 
tax conscious and curb appeals for 
government spending. 


3. It will settle the pension ques- 
tion once and for all, thereby pre- 
cluding anyone from riding into 
office on extravagant promises. 


4. It will remove a tax threat 


hindering business expansion 
In 
Texas.Opponent*' Argument* 


Opponents set forth these argu- 


ments against the resolution: 


1. A sales tax Is bad because 


It taxes the poor man In propor- 
tion to his Income more than It 
does the well-to-do man. 


2. No tax should be placed In 


tho constitution because It Is too 
difficult either to amend or re- 
peal It If It hod defects. 


3. The program Is not giving 


the people their choice on the Issue 
because It allows them to vote on 
one tax only. They cannot vote 
on an Income tax, higher corpora- 
tion taxes, bigger increases in nat- 
ural resources Imposts or any pther 
form of taxation. 


4. It would benefit special In- 
terests because It would jet a max- 
imum on their taxes for aocial se- 
curity purposes. 


The pension tax fight had been 


an Issue since start of the session. 
Coming into office on a promise 
of bigger and more pensions, Gov. 
W. Lee O'Danlel hurled the first 
bombshell when he advocated a 
transaction tax. 


Kejccted Four Times 


A house-born sales tax consti- 


tutional amendment was killed in 
tho lower branch, then a gross re- 
ceipts «tax bill was passed to the 
senate. Followed then senate joint 
resolution No. 12—the present Is- 
sue—which O'Danlel blessed over 
tho radio, 


It was rejected four times by 


the house which then sent to the 
senate an omnibus tax bill. The 
senate ' state 
affairs 
committee 


killed both the gross receipts and 
the omnibus bills after O'Daniel 
had gone on the radio and read 
the "honor roll" of those senators 
voting for S. J. R. 12. The gover- 
nor 
scathingly 
denounced 
the 


house group -which had blocked 
passage of the amendment. 


Finally opponents of the amend' 


ment took to the radio to explain 
their position and flay the gov- 
ernor for his advocacy, of a sales 
tax.

Jews who number more than 10,000 
In Germany were reported being 
rounded up today by the Gestapo— 
secret police—either for deportation 
or concentration camps, in a new 
Nazi effort to get rid of foreign 
Jews.

Jews said groups were being 
escorted 
to the' Polish 
frontier 
dally after being given notice as 
short aa 24 hours that they must 
leave. So far only men have been 
involved in the drive. 
Those who lost their Polish pass- 
ports under a new Polish citizen- 
ship law last -Sovember are being 
taken to concentration camps while 
those whose passports are in order 
are being put across the Polish 
frontier. 
The sending of new thousands to 
concentration camps was interpret- 
ed as a means of putting pressure 
on wives and other relatives to 
speed efforts toward finding new 
homes outside Germany. 
Jews said two general reasons 
were given them by the Gestapo for 
the campaign—that Germany would 
not 
tolerate 
foreigners 
without 
passports and that it was a meas- 
ure to counter recent Polish depor- 
tations of German citizens.
